The liquor act amendments of Attorney-General J. BE. Brown- 
lee and his colleagues in the provincial cabinet were given second 
Treading dn the legislature Monday night without division, as were 
also the two subsidiary measures, regulating the lquor export houses 
and restaurants. 

The liquor bill came tnto the arena at the opening of the house 
for the afternoon and was debated until a late hour at night, no 
less than eighteen speakers from all sides of the house expressing 
commendations, criticism and “watchful waiting’ policies, R. C. 
Edwards, independent member for Calgary, very ably championed 
the cause of beer in the debate, submitting an amendment which 
called for a plebiscite within one year on the question of legalizing 
the sale of lager beer in the province. 

This amendment was withdrawn when the bill was ready for a 
vote in the evening session, Mr. Edwards explaining that he had 
unwittingly proposed it jn an irregular way and he would again 
submit it when the dill was sent to committee, 

The debate was marked by one of the most memorable ‘“‘re- 
provals” of a member that tho legislature, past or present, ever 
Ustened to; this coming when Hon. J. R. Boyle, opposition leader, 
was implicated with certain serious insinuations in connection with 
the attorney-general’s office, by Lorne Proudfoot, U.F.A. member 
for Acadia, who seems on a fair way to gain the title of government 
muck-raker by his attacks on the former administration, and 
especially the former attorney-general,

WRANGEL ISLAND 


Says Toronto Pastor | 


| British Flag Was Hoisted On 


Toronto, Mar. 20.—An appeal for help for Ulster was made 
by Rev. Dr. William Patterson, pastor of Cooke’s Presbyterian 
church in a sermon last night on the subject ‘‘St. Patrick.’’ 
His appeal was to protestants in all parts of the British em- 
pire and in the United States, but particularly to Scotchmen 
in all parts of the world. He said the Scottish seemed to have 
forgotten that several centuries ago, 10,000 men went from 
Seotland to aid the people of Ulster. They founded the 
Presbyterian church in Ulster; Ulster men were their kith 
and kin. 

‘If blood is thicker than water, and that is true, then 
Seotemen in Scotland and the United States should help their 
kith and kin in Ireland,’’ he asserted. 

If the worst came to the worst, he said, then Ulster would 
eall for help from Protestants in Scotland and England, from 
Protestants in the British dominions and colonies and in the 
United States. ‘‘There’s a call for help from Ulster today. 
Let’s give it.’’ he pleaded.

A bond ts a loan toa government 
of country, state, province, or city, or 
to a corporation or individual. It pays 


@/a definite, usually small, rate of in- 


terest, and is usualy a safe investment 
for a smal! investor. A stock, or a 
share of the stock of a company, !s 
not a loan; it represents ownership of 
part of the property of the company. 
If a company is incorporated, which 
means empowered by law to do busi- 
neas as a legally responsible body, 
with a capital of say $100,000 which is 
fssued to the public in a thousand 
shares of $100 each, then the pur- 
chaser of one such share of stock has

stock. Preferred stock; however, 
draws only a specified rate of inter- 
est. This must'be paid before divi- 
dents on the common stock are paid.

It is usually paid quarter- 
ly; but this is a matter of individua! 
company management. 

Stock which is paying good divi- 
dends must usually be bought at a 
high price; thus, if a stock pays twelve 
per cent but you have to pay $200 to 
get a $100 share, you really get no 


more than aix per cent. on your 
money. 
Stocks are common and preferred. 


If the company should fail, holders of 
bonds or mortgages on it must be 
paid first, then holders of preferred 
stock, and lastly holders of common
